The one hand tap valve has a dishwasher or washing machine 
connection. The one hand and two hand mixture tap valves can have a pivotable tap outlet (20), 
to which an additional second tap outlet can be fitted. The new-type second tap outlet is so 
constructed that the supply conduits (14, 15) for the tap valves pass through it. A cylindrical 
compensator (4,12) is integrated in the second tap outlet."
